The first meeting of the Didsbury 
Home and School Assoc. for the 
new term took place in the school 


auditorium on Monday = evening 
with excellent attendance. Mrs. 
Vv. Turner, vice-president, had 


charge of the meeting in the ab- 
sence of Rev. E. B. Fox, president, 
Principal E. T. Wiggins intro- 
duced the teaching staff, giving 
the grade they teach and the num- 
ber of pupils in each room. There 
are 23 teachers on the staff with a 
total of 560 pupils. Rooms designed 
for 32 pupils have from 36 to 39 
crowded into them. One of the 
small schools that had been moved 
in from the country has been 
pressed into use due to extreme 
congestion of space in the main 
schools. Mrs. Sadie Clarke has 29 
grade seven pupils in this building. 
Mr. Wiggins stressed the fact 
that facilities are greatly over- 
crowded and that a building pro- 
gram to extend the new_ school 
again faces the school board. He 
explained in some detail the new 
book rental system that has been 
put into operation this term. Used 
books were purchased for cash 
from any who cared to sell. 
Books purchased, he said, must 
have a life expectancy of at least 
two years. They were evaluated 
and paid for on the spot. A total 
of $1751.40 has been paid out by 
the school board for these second 
hand books. Purchase of new 
books to meet requirements will 
now be made. 
Grades one to eight operate as a 
package deal. All books will be 
supplied for these grades for a set

H-Bomb Destruction Is 
Explained By Civil Defence

The following explanation on 
the destruction of an H.-bomb was 
given today by William J. Bagnall, 
civil defence director and reeve of 
the Municipal District of Mountain 
View, 
“Within five miles of a big atomic 
‘xplosion there is virtually no 
chance of survival for anyone. 
rhere would be little of anything, 
except a gaping, possibly danger- 
| ously radio-active, hole in the 
oath, 
There is very little hope of sur- 
vival for anyone living within 8 
/miles of the spot. One atomic 
weapon can carry easily the equiv- 
ulent blast of five to ten million 
tons of old-style high explosives. 
If they were in. shelters, people 
, within nine to 12 miles of an atomic 
*xplosion might survive the blast 
and heat. The only catch, even 
| for these, is that nobody knows the 
exact point where an atomic weap- 
on might hit. 
The best defence is dispersal. 
The only way to evacuate the large 
{cities and industrial areas most 


-~ 


likely to be target centres in a war 
is to plan it out in advance. 

It is because Civil Defence offers 
a way of makng this necessary pre- 
paration in advance that Friday, 
October 4th, has been designated 
Civil Defence Day in Canada. 
Canadians must not forget that 
they need civil defence. In this 
case, in uneasy times, forgetfulness 
could cost their lives. 

Civil Defence planners aim at 
preparing the nation to disperse all 
unessential people when political 
developments deteriorate to the 
brink of war. This should be cap- 
able of completion in eight hours. 

The final CD phase would be re- 
habilitation of those who lost their 
homes. CD workers would try to 
bring families together and re- 
establish those with no place to go. 

But in all these things, the CD 
plan could work only if all Cana- 
dians had learned their part in 
advance. It would be too late to 
carry out so large a plan “once 
the bombs started dropping.”

School bells are ringing an end 
to summer holidays and a beginning 
to a new school term for the young- 
sters in your family.

As 
a result, weeds and = grass have 
srvown along with the trees, making 
for an unsightly condition. 

We are authorized to cancel tree 
orders if we find that the ground 
, not in top notch shape. 

If you have planted trees in pre- 
vious years it may be that we will 
be inspecting these plots, also to 
see if they are weed-free. I think 
that a word to the wise is sufficient.
